When Investigated. 


He Admits That Their Only Founda- 
tion Was Suspicion. 


Cator Crushed by White—A Populist At- 
.. torney’s Offer to Sell Third Party 
~ Votes—Bretz'’s Accusations a 
Boomerang,

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 19. — |Special.] 
The Populist Jack-in-the-box, Bretz, 
again popped up unexpectedly in the 
Assembly today. Shortly after the ses- 
sidn opened Mr. Shanahan rose toa 
question of privilege and stated that 
yesterday in thc ‘joint session during 


the election of a United States Senator, | 


the gentleman from Alameda had im- 
pugned the character of a brother mem- 
ber, and also that of a member of Con- 
gress from this State. He thereupon 
offered a resolution empowering the 
Speaker to appoint a select committee 
to investigate the charge. 

| BRETZ’S STRANGE ANTICS. 

In the debate that followed, and while 
Shanahan was speaking, Bretz jumped 
up and seconded the resolution, but was 
declared out of order by the Chair. | 
Several Republican members spoke in 
favor of the resolution, and Vann, 
Populist, @lso spoke in the same strain. 
Adams, the Santa Cruz Populist also 
demanded the investigation, but. said 
pee the Democrats got through with } 

it they would be sorry. He got no fur- 
ther, as the Chair-called him to order. 

Bretz here jumped up again and be- 
gan to talk in a wild manner. He 


acknowledged that he had done wrong 


in obtaining the floor yesterday on a 


“| subterfuge, and that he had no inten- 


tion of changing his vote at the time. 


‘For that much he apologized, but for 


the remainder of his remarks he stood 
sponsor and courted investigation, and 
he was on the point of repeating the 
objectional words, when the Chair 
sharply rapped him to order. 

SQUELCHED BY THE SPEAKER, 

The Speaker here took. occasion to 
remind Bretz that in discussions of 
this kind, etiquette and parliamentary 
usages prevent the accused from taking 
part, but if he (Bretz) would confine 
himself to decent limits the Chair 


-wonld allow him to go on. 


This rebuke failed to quiet the wild- 


‘eyed member from the bay, and the 


Speaker finally compelled him to-take 
his seat. Bretz, by his action, has lost 


publican member, and his own party 
does not entirely approve of his course. 
The question is being asked quite seri- 
ously whether Bretz’s constituents have 
not mistakenly sent.him to the wrong 
destination, and whether he should not 
have been labeled Napa or Stockton, 
instead of Sacramento. 


BRETZ BREAKS DOWN, 
His Attempt to Substantiate His Charges 
Proves a Miserable Failure. 
SacRaAMENTO, Jan. 19:—[Special.] 
The select committee of seven to in- 
vestigate Bretz’s charge that corrup- 
tidn was used inthe Senatorial election 
held two meetings thisevening. At 


the first, Senator-elect Stephen M. , 


White was the only witness examined. 
Thomas V. Cator, the disgruntled, 
acted as attorney for Bretz, and, after 
stating that he would ask White no 


questions, sailed right in, and for half 


an hour engaged the witness in a legal 


battle. 


In the course of his testimony, White 
emphatically stated ‘that he had neither 
used money, nor the promise of money 
or position during his entire canvass, 
and any one who asserted that he did 
so was a ‘liar and a dog.’’ Cannon and 
Kerns were his personal friends, and 
any imputation cast on them on ac- 
count of their coursein the Senatorial 
election, was a reflection on him. 

White also stated that the Populists’ 
State Chairman, Wardell, one of the 


most ardent of the C atorites, person- | 


ally offered his support. 

The attempt of Cator to get the best 
of White was a lamentable failire. 
Our. next Senator simply wound the 
Populist Adonis around his little 
finger. Mr. White was then excused 
and left for San Francisco, where he 
argues a case tomorrow in the United 
States Circuit Court. 

The committee then adjourned tb 
7:30 p.m. 

At the night session a/ very large 
crowd was present, the courtroom. be- 
ing packed. Bretz was examined and 
virtually admitted that the only reason 
he had for charging corruption was 
that Kerns had spoken to Cannon and 
then went into the library and spoke to 
John T. Gaffev there. He knew noth- 
ing positively. He only suspected, 
His whole testimony was_ suspicion. 
Among these suspicions was one that 
Marion Cannon furnished, out. of his 
own pocket, money to bribe Mr. Kerns, 
The witness was stolid and seemed en- 
tirely indifferent to his fate, and to be 
posing as a martyr. 

John T. Gaffey was the next witness. 
His evidence created a decided sensa- 
tion. He positively declared that he 
had never offered Kerns or anybody 
else anything, but that a man named 
Chamberlain, who appeared as asso- 
ciate counsel for Bretz, did come to him 
(Gaffey) and offer to deliver four Popu-. 
list votes, saying that one of, these four |: 
had a mortgage of $4500 to. pay up, 
and the others could be got cheaper, 


to be paid ‘an immediate installment 
himself, a 

Marion Cannon was then sworn. He 
neither knew of any money nor used it 
himself to influence Kerns’s vote. He 
said Kerns had openly declared severai 
hours before the joint session that he 
would not-vote for Cator, but would 
vote for White. Cannon again stated 
his position. 

Cator tried to worry Cannon, but it is 


conceded that the Congressman got the. 


best of it. The whole trouble seems 
disappointment and jealousy on Cator’s 
part, andthe better part of the com- 
munity so consider it. Cator actually 
thought he would be successful, and 
feels terribly sore over White’s elec- 
tiom, 
Chamberlain, 
vote ssller, 
sonal explanation. He admitted that 
he had seen Gaffey, but explained that 
his only object was to find out whether 
White was buying votes, and if so; how 
much he Was paying. He corroborated 
Gaffey’s testimony in the main. The 
impression created by his testimony is 
that he is a-shyster divorce lawyer who 
handles politics on the side and tried to 
get.at the sack supposed to be handled 
by Gaffey. 

Kerns in ‘his testimony absolutely de- 
nied any corriipt motives in his vote for 
Whité. The opinion is freely expressed 
that Bretz’s charge is entirely ground- 
less, and he will be severely repri- 
manded and perhaps expelled from the 
Assembly. 

Adjourned to $:30 a. mn. tomorrow. 


THE INQUIRY IN DETAIL. 


White's Emphatic Denial—A Populist At. 
torney Who Talked Boodle. 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 19.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press:]: The special Assembly 
committee," Shanahan chairman, ap-| 
pointed investigate the clifarges 
made by Bretz, the Populist, at the close 
of the balloting for United States Sen- 
ator yesterday, met late this afternoon. 

Senator-elect White was called first 
to testify, as he leaves tonight for San 
Francisco. Cator, the Populist candi- 
date for Senator, appeared as counsel 
for Bretz. White, in-replving to ques- 
tions put to him, said that about the 
middle of last November he had courted 
on fifty-nine straight Democratic votes. 
He had also counted on the votes of 
Kerns and Bennett of Orange county? 
who had ‘been indorsed both by the 
Populists and Deniocrats.' Kerns, 
whose defection from the Populists’

camp yesterday ledto Bretz’s action, | 
had been; White said,. his friend and |.

neighbor for several years. 
had urged Kerns to become a candi- 
‘date for the Legislature, and it was 
‘through his {White’s) open advocacy 
that Kerns was elected. Adams of 
Santa Cruz (Dem. and Pop.) had de- 
clared that he would allow no Republi- 
c.n Senator tobe elected if his vote 
could prevent it, ind for these. reasons, 
rw hite said he hr felt that his election 
was assiited. promised no re- 
ward to any one, and bad no assurance 
from any of the Populists personally 
that they would vote forhim. He had 
no asgurance that the Populists would 
support any Democrat, unless it was 
through a letter which he had reason 
to believe was written by Bretz to an- 
other Democratic candidate, pledging 
support: White said’ that any person 
who made the statement that he had 
made use of money in ‘his campaign, 
was a “‘liar and a dog.”’ 


Reterring to Bretz’s charge against 


Congreéssman-elect Cannon, White said 
that if any one im California had made 
@n anti-boodle fight, or hadan anti- 
boodle record, it was Cannon. White 
had known of no pledge being given by 
Kerns to support Cator, and was per- 
sonally’ of the Ao that none had 
been given. Recess was taken, 

At the evening session Bretz was ex- 

amined by Shanahanand Mathews. He 
virtually acknowledged that he had no 
evidence against Kerns except that the 
latter had signed a pledge to stand with 
the Populists for ten days or until they 
were satisfied they: could not elect a 
Senator. On the morning of the ballot- 
ing Kerns had said: he would vote for 
White. 
himself agreed to yote for the Demo- 
cratic candidate, but later signed with 
the Populists. On the morning of the 
balidting Kerns was going into the 
library with a friend of Cannon: He 
thought Kerns had gone into the library 
to be ‘‘heeled’’ or bribed. He also 
virtually admitted that there circum- 
stances were the sole basis of his 
charge. 
_ Bretz said the understanding that 
Kerns had never been offered emolu- 
ment or olfice led him to believe that 
the qnly*consideration for Kerns’s vote 
wasmoney. About two hours before the 
ballot was taken Kerns had said he 
would vote for White. Subsequently 
he had promised Adams of Santa Cruz, 
who had been secretary of the Populist 
caucus, that he would not do so. 

Cator, as counsel for Bretz, volun- 
teered the opinion that he did not be- 
lieve White had offered either office or 
money. This was ruled out of order. 

John T: Gaffey of Los Angeles was 
called to testify. He wes a friend of 
Senator White, but not particularly the 
manager of his fight. White had of- 
fered no money and promised no offices 
as consideration for votes. Witness al- 
ways understood from the time Kerns 
was nominated that the latter would 
vote for White. Gaffey said he: was ap- 
proached at the Golden Eagle Hotel one 
night by a man who had said that votes 
of the. People’s party could be secured. 
They went to a. room and discussed ‘the 
matter at the man’s suggestion. The 
latter said that four votes of Populists 
could be secured. One of them hada 
mortgage of $4500 which would have 
to be satisfied. 

Witness, being asked for the name of 


the party who approached him, said it 


was Chamberlain, who was present to- 
night as associate counsel: for Bretz. 
Witness told Chamberlain that White 
‘Was purchasing no votes. He wasa 
poor man and making the fight on his 
merits. Regarding the conterence 
with Kerns’ in the library yesterday 
morning witness said it was concerning 
the constitutional amendment for re- 
districting the State into seven equali- 
zation districts, which Gaffey wished 


Kerns to introduce in the Assembly, as |’ 


Senator Mathews had introduced it in 
the Senate. There was no talk of 
money or of the Senatorship. 
Congressman Marion Cannonalso said 
it was understood that whenever Kerns’s 
vote was needed it would be cast for 
White. Cannon was informed by one 
of the Senators on the morning of the 


_joint convention that Senator Goucher 


was fll, and that the Democrats would 
not be ‘able to elect aSenator. Witness 
went to Keros’s seat in the Assembly

the People’s party had been using great 
pressure on Kerns to have him vote for 
Cator on the first ballot, at all events. 

He did not ask Kerns to see Gaffey in 
the library, and no inducements were 
made him to vote. He (Cannon) had 
formerly advised the Populists to vote 
for Cator,untithey were satisfied that 


he could not be elected. Kerns had | 


declared at 9 or 10 o’clockon the morn- 
ing of the joint convention that he 
would vote for White. Cannon said he 
and most of the People’s party Assem- 
blyvmen were present at the time Kerns 
declared himself. 

Attorney Chamberlain was next 
sworn. He said he came to Sacramento 
from Oakland about January 1, and af- 
filiated with the People’s party. He 
had heard that Cannon was acting pe- 
culiarly toward “his party, and he 
wanted to find out something about it. 
He called on Gaffey at the hotel and 
told him he thought he could get some 
votes for White, and asked if the latter 
would buy. Gaffey réplied that White 
had not bought any votes yet, but might 
have to. Witness had no intention of 
selling out the People’s party, but 
wanted to find if the Democrats were 
buying votes and if Cannon were mixed 
up with them. He was not authorized 
todo this by the Populists. Witness 
subsequently retracted’ the statement 
that he desired to find if the Democrats 


were buying votes, and said he was| 


watching for Cannon. 

The witness was cross-examined at 
length by Assemblyman Alford, witha 
view to ascertaining his credibility. 

Assemblyman Kerns was next called. 


| He knew of no use of money in any con- 


nection with the election of Senator. 

He had never any conversation with 
Gaffey concerning the Senatorial con- 
test. His conversation with the latter 
was relative to bills to be introduced. 

Witness confirmed the testimony of 
' Cannon as to the latter’s talk with him 
in the Assembly relative to the pledge 
given the Populists. He said he believed 
it was drawn up by Bretz. It was his 
distinct understanding that it did not 
bind him to vote, for a. United States 
Senator, or he would not have signed. 
His recollection ot the discussion in the 
caucus was not clear om points not af- 
fecting himself. He had not promised 
to hold his vote for Cator for ten days. 

He was not present at the caucus which 
hominated Cator. He positively had 
not promised to vote for Cator all day” 


yesterday.

CANNON AND’ KERNS, 
Each Denies Corruption—Both Say Their 
Constituents Sustain Them. 
SACRAMENTO, Jan. 19. —[Special. ] ai 
semblyman Kerns of Downey in an in- 
terview states that any charge that 
he received any money or promise of 
money or patronage in return for his 
vote for White is an utter falsehood. 
He says that the question, “as he saw it, 
was a choice between an appointee of 
the Governor or the immediate election 
of Stephen M.- White, and he chose 
White. His constituents, he says, will 
stand by him, and that is all he cares’ 


for. If the Populists desire to read 
him out of the party they can 
do so.- He never promised to vote

Itis going a long way back: to pick 
up a political controversy, and, after 
participating inthe recent Republico- 
Democratic lovefeast over the United 
States Senatorship, it is somewhat dis- 
tasteful to begin an.old wrangle over 
again. but we cannot allow to pass un- 
challenged the tale of injustice and 
wrong which our contemporary, -the

The controversy which led up to that 
commission and seemed to render it 
necessary was based on the disputed 
votes of South Carolina, Florida and 
Louisiana. At that time the South was 


and a considerable force of Govern- 
ment troops was still maintained in the 
Southern States. This acted as a check 
onythe lawless tendencies of that sec- 
tion, which have since manifested them- 
selves to practicaily disfranchise the. 
colored voters and torm the solid South,

‘It may be that the injection of so 
large an ignorant vote into the body 
politic carried with it some evil effects;

But the fact remains that, with all the

troversies were precipitated. At the 
request of the President, a committee 
of léading statesmen of the North vis- 
ited-the scenes of these disputes and 
gave their attention to examining into 
the merits of the several cases so far as 
they could.

This measure received the indorsement 
of Mr. Tilden and all the leaders of the 
Democratic party, It was strenuously 
opposed in Congress by Oliver P. 
Morton, James G. Blaine and other Re- 
publican leaders. The bill was adopted 
in the Senate by a vote of 47 ayes to 
17 noes; 10 absent. It was adopted 
in the House by 191 ayes to 86 noes. 
Five-sixths of those who voted for it were 
Democrats. Four-fifths of those who 
voted against it were Republicans. Such 
having been the case, how ungracious 
it is for a Democratic paper at this late 
day to inveigh against the method 
adopted for settling the controversy, 
and denounce its results as a fraud! 

The Herald says ‘‘it was supposed by 
some trusting partisans that a non-par- 
tisan decision of the matter would be 
reached.’’ Nothing of the, kind was 
suppoged by the trusting Democratic 
partisans who bad most to do with 
formulating and invoking the Electoral 
Commission.

McGraw fled to New York, where he 
was arrested, and Detective Coffey was 
sent there to bring him back, When he 
arrived in New York with the requisi- 
tion papers, McGraw had succeeded in 
getting out of jail on . habeas - corpus 
proceedings. Coffey hunted up his man, 
and, after tinding a man whom he could 
trust, chained the two €ogether and 
sent them out of the State by the near- 
est route. After en joyingss the boasts of 
McGraw’s triends, who’ thought the 
forger was safe from the strong arm of 
the law, the detective joined his ‘friend 
and the prisoner, and in due course of 
time landed the latter ithis city. 

John Coffee was a native of England 
and was 638 years and 11 months old at 
the time of his death. He leaves a 
widow and eight children—six 
two girls.

Frightful Accident at the Arcade 
Depot Last Evening. 


Little Joe Craw Run Over by a. Freight 
Train and Fatally Injured—Both 
—— and One Hand Severed 
from the Body. 


The bruised and mangled body of Joe 
Craw, the ten-year-old son oP Alexan- 
der Craw, quarantine officer of the 
State Board of Horticulture, was 
brought into the receiving hospital at 
the central police station last night at 
7:80 o'clock, from the Arcade depot. 

It was the old story of jumping on 
and off a moving train once too often, 
and little Joe paid the penalty for his 
carelessness with his life. 


_ The accident occurred shortly after 


dark outside the main enclosure of the 
depot. Train No. 8, the local freight, 
for San Pedro. in charge of Coriductor 
Robert Gifford, had just been pulled 
down from the San Fernando yard, pre- 
paratory to leaving for its destination. 

As is the usual custom in the handling 
of freights, No. 8 was brought to a 
standstill by the south wall of the Ar- 
cade. It is very dark there, for the light 
which the electric lamps send throngh 
the narrow glass panes illuminates but a 
small space about that part of the yard, 
leaving the rest in the shadow. After 


receiving from the dispatcher orders to | 


go ahead, Conductor Gifford gave the 
signal and thé train moved forward. 
It had gone but a few yards, when a 
boy’s voice was heard crying for help. 
Steam was immediately shut off, and 
when the yardmen reached the spot 
whence the sound came, they found the 
lad lying upon the track, covered with 
blood and moaning with pain. Hisright 
leg had been severed near the hip, and 
the lower part of the left was joined to 
the knee by a few shreds of torn flesh 
and muscle. The lad’s left hand had 
also been cut entirely away. The boy
